Your RadioShack Desktop Neon Clock is an attractive and usefui addi- 
tion to your home or office, its neon light lets you easily see the time in 
the dark. 


WARNING: To reduce the risk of fire or shock hazard, 
do not expose this product to rain or moisture. 


USING AC POWER 

You can power the neon light using the supplied 9V, 200mA AC adapt- 
er. 

1 . Insert the adapter’s barrel plug into the DC 9V jack on the back of 
the clock.

2. Plug the adapter’s other end into a standard AC outlet. 



Cautions: 


You must use a Class 2 power source that supplies 9V 
DC and delivers at least 200 mA. Its center tip must be 
set to positive and its plug must fit the clock's DC 9V 
jack. The supplied adapter meets these specifications. Using an 
adapter that does not meet these specifications could damage the 
clock or the adapter. 


INSTALLING A BATTERY 

Your clock requires one AA battery (not supplied) for power. For the 
best performance and longest life, we recommend RadioShack alka- 
line batteries. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

1 . Press the battery compartment cover’s tab to the right, then lift eff 
the cover. 

2. Place the battery in the compartment according to the polarity 
symbols marked inside, positive (-i-) side first, then push it down to 
snap it into the compartment. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the clock stops operating properly, replace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn 
or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the clock for a month or longer, re- 
meve the battery. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy elec- 
tronic parts. 


• Always connect the AC adapter to the clock before you connect it 
to AC power. When you finish, disconnect the adapter from AC 
power before you disconnect it frcm the clock. 

SETTING THE TIME 

1 . Press the battery compartment cover’s tab then lift off the cover. 

2. Turn the clock adjustment knob inside the battery compartment 
counterclockwise or clockwise to set the current time. 

3. Replace the cover. 

USING THE NEON LIGHT 

To turn on the neon light, set OFF/ON on the back of the clock to ON. 
To turn off the neon light, set OFF/ON to OFF. 

CARE 

Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the clock only in normal temperature environments. Handle the 
clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the deck away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock’s internal components can cause 
a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your clock is not per- 
forming as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
